Chicag-o detectives may as well be- 
gin to study the face and deeds of Au- 
gust Fevrot, Paris man of fashion and 
expert borfr^r, who has dcelarcd his 
intention of eoming' to Aacrien to do 
a little profcsrioMl work. 

The police of Paris dafm that this 
same Mr. Fevrot Is the prize catch of 
years and they are corresponding-ly 
hapi)y. Whatever his claim of medals 
and other indications of excellence in 
his chosen line, the French prisoner 
certainly i.-i one of the nio.st remark- 
able criminals in the anna's of lew- 
breakers. Tlie li\ puthetioa! case of 
Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde is not ao 
strange as this ease of M. Fevrot* sajs 
the Chicago Tribune. 

Fevrot, who was arrested bj the 
Paris poliee a few days ugo alongr with 
some of his "pals," and only after a 
fi;?hf in which one of tlie detectives 
was killed, is now 30 years old, but he 
has been leading his dual life of bur- 
glar and societv favorite for 11 years. 
His first bur^'-lary was committed be- 
fore lie was 20, and he has been at it 
ever since, many times e-xperieneingf 
hairbreadth escapes, many times see- 
ing his partners in crime taken, but 
never has there been a suspicion that 
the dashing, wealt<hj, educated and 
charming young M. Fevrot was not 
what he appeared to his fashionable 
friends. 

Since the game is up with M. Fevrot 
for the time being, and it is to be a 
thort time as he says, he has taken his 
imprisonment philosophically and has 
talktd fretly of his past life, Accord- 
inir to his story, he began the life of 
a criminal piire'.y through love of e.v- 
citement and adventure. He is a son of 
a millionaire, was reared like most 
young Frenchascn of his elass. and 
gave no proaaise that he would ever 
do anything reaMrkaUe. Bat he loved 
exeitenent. and be fonnd it when by 
mistake he was taken in with a gang 
of young burglars and was permitted 
to accompany t.hem on a raid. The raid 
was a failure, but it was exciting, and 
from that time the young man was a 
burglar, and an e.xpcrt. He showed 
his young companions why they failed, 
and later on he Kd them ajrainst the 
same safe and tliey made a success- 
fnl job. 

The 3'oung man's three years' service 
In the amy prevented him from taking 
as active aa interest in burglary as he 
had before, but he managed to keep in 
touch with his old friends In the pro- 
fession and did much of their planning 
for them. Several times under his di- 
rection the regimental treasury was 
looted. And he still maintained hii> 
leadership over his men. At one time, 
after he left the army, he had as many 
as 60 burglars working under his or- 
ders, a number which was too large 
because of its unwieldiness and the 
petty JeakNudes of the men. A gang of 
ten or twelve he considered eboat the 
proper sine for the aMMt efleleat work. 

This strange prisoner explains " his 
hold BpoB the criminals who have 
worked with and under him so many 
years, never once letting out a whis- 
pered hint that the society youth was 
their leader, by his generosity. Being 
rich, he had no inducement to haggle 
with his companious over the plunder. 
Much of his gains he pave away to the 
widows of dead l)urglar8 or applied to 
the support of women wheee hasbenda 
were doing time.

.A two-mlnnte aandgtaaa Is tamed, 
bells angle all over the palace of West- 
minster, the members rush foe the 
chamber, and all those who arrive be- 
fore' the two minutes can dii'ide, and 
those upon whom the doors are shut 
are shut out and cannot vote at all, 
says a writer in the Saturday Evening 
Post of elections in the British com- 
mons. When the doors are closed the 
speaker puts the question again, de- 
clares the yeas have it, and if there is 
again a shout that the Bays have it the 
speaker says: **Teaa to the right and 
nays to the left,** and the aMmbers go 
trooping out of either end off the hall 
into the lobbies, those in the affirmative 
by the door behind the speaker and 
those in the negative by the door at the 
opposite end of the chamber. 

In the lobbies the members from A 
to M pass on one side of the desk, hav- 
ing their names recorded, and those 
from X to Z pass on the other side of 
the desk and are recorded. As members 
return to the chamber the tellers for 
and against, one on caeh side, count 
them ia eoaeert. Thk takes aboat tea 
minutes, but a dlvlsioa when the honse 
is full takes 20 minutes or more. The 
first announcement made is by the 
clerk handing to the wiaaiag teller the 
vote w hich shows he has woa. The par* 
ticulars come later. 

The fiscal announcement is made by 
the speaker: "Yeas to the right, 200; 
nays to the left, 100." A count by yeas 
and naj's with us takes half an hour or 
more, because each member has his 
name eallcd and responds viva voce.

Talk of reviving the old chain-letter 
scheme for use during the presidential 
campaign raises the (jutstion what 
it would mean if one of the ohain.s 
could be extended without a break to 
its ideal end. Of course, that would 
be impoaaiUe. for long before it 
would have reached its end it would 
have used up all the visible supply of 
postage stamps, paper, ink, pens and 
human beings. Few persona realise 
this, however, and a few calculations 
based on the ideal conclusion will 
amaze by the magnitude of the fig- 
ures involved, says the Chicago Daily 
News. 

Almost every chain-letter plan re- 
quires each recipient of a h-tter to 
write to three of his fri»'nds, urging 
upon each to follow some particular 
course of action and to continue the 
chain by writiag to caeh of his friends 
a similar letter. Each letter la sup- 
posed to be aambercd aeemrdiag to 
its positloB In the chain, from one to 
50. For some inscrutable reason 50 
is usually chosen as the number where 
the chain breaks off. Thus the per- 
son sending the orif>inal letter would 
number his own "one" and the three 
he sends "two." The third series 
would be numbered "three," and so 
on up to "50." 

If every recipient of a letter from 
**one** to "50" were to obey instriie- 
tiona by writing three letters the 
total number of letters written would 
be 3,200,000,000,000,000,000,000. an in- 
eoaedvable aaas. A adle is S;e8e feet, 
or 63,960 inehes, hmg. A poatsge atamp 
is one inch long. Three septillions 
two hundred .sextillions of them would 
make a string 50,000,000,000,000,000 
miles long, or twice the distance from 
the earth to .some of the far constella- 
tions of the milky way. .\s a stjuare 
mile has 4,014,489,t;()0 .Square inches in 
it, or room for about 5,0()(),()00,000 
postage stamps on it, the postage 
stamps needed for the total number of 
lettera would cover 640,ooo,ooo,ooo 
sqaare idles, or a sarface equal to 
that of ^ earth sad all the planets 
of the solar system. Piled 320 deep, 
the stampa would eover the earth's 
surface, which Is in the neighbor- 
hood of 2,000,000.000 square miles. If 
Lake Michigan were made of mucilage 
there would hardly be enough gum 
stickum in it to make the stamps ad- 
here. If the earth were made of 
paper there would be barely enough 
paper for the stamps, envelopes and 
paper needed for the 3,200,000,000,- 
000,000,000,000 letters. 

All the gold mined by man since 
the beginning of time woaU aot pay 
for the stamps at two oeata each. 
Ib fket, the aum total of the value 
of all weslth produced la the history 
of man would not equal the sum of 
the value of the stamps. Any lad who 
has learned the elementry principles 
of multiplication and division can fig- 
ure that out and can make many in* 
teresting calculations on the basis of 
doubling and trebling figures one 
after the other.
